Hi Fred and gang, 

A visitor, operating in Canada with a reciprocal license or agreement, may 
operate on any frequency allowed in Canada by their equivalent license 
class. There has been a lot of misinterpretation and misinformation spread 
about this. The visiting amateur is entitled to use all frequencies that are 
available to Canadian operators, except that no-code license amateurs are 
restricted to frequencies above 30 MHz. In a reverse situation, Canadians 


operating in the US, are not allowed to operate phone on non US authorized 
frequencies which are OK to use in Canada (e.g. phone operation on 20 M or 
40 M below the US phone band).

I have watched this thread develop over the last week or so with some 
interest. Finally I can't contain myself anymore, I have to throw in my 
2 cents! 


I agree with Kenneth and several others. Why not several points? These 
could be just points for crystal controlled radios, +/- 3-5 kHz for 
VXOs, and starting points or ranges for VFOs. I see a lot of people 
commenting that they are just looking for starting points for meeting 
other QRPers on the air. Why not several? Then if the " band plan" 
calling frequency is busy, in use, or being interfered with, everyone 
has a second or third starting point. 


The whole band gets kind of large to tune through, if you are looking 
for a QRP to QRP contact. (Not to imply there is anything wrong with a 
QRP to QRO, QRO to QRO, PSK31, RTITY, or other contacts, it may just not 
be what you are looking for.) The extra frequencies don't need to be 
part of any band plan, just publicized starting points. 


For my own use, I started a list based on the ARRL Considerate 
Operator's Frequency Guide, a QRP Calling Frequencies card from Embedded 
Research, and several QRP-L posts.

I'm sure there are other favorite hang-outs. Let's just add to the 
list. Some of these are shared with other services, but according to 
the rules, so are the entire bands. If someone is using your first 
choice, try the second. 


At some point in the next year or two the FCC is probably going to 
"re-farm" the old Novice Bands. There will probably be some adjustments 
to the "band plans" when that is done. The FCC seems to like the idea 
of hams enforcing ourselves via band plans. If you would like to 
participate in that process, now might be a good time to contact your 
ARRL representatives and let them know any changes to the band plan that 
you would like.

There is also an address for non-ARRL members to e-mail their comments. 
[ PLEASE no anti-ARRL flames to the list.] 


At some point in the next 5 to 10 years we may have a "WRC2003" (or 06 
or 09) band expansion on 40M and maybe a new band at 60M. Same deal - 
participate. 


This or similar threads always seem to develop after a large contest. 
Band domination by large contests has long been one of my frustrations. 
Many contests are so large, that they spread out over the entire 
available band, ignoring a lot of the "band plan." 


I would like to see the contest organizers specify band limits for 
contest contacts, leaving small segments of each band open for regular 
QSO's during the contest. (It will probably never happen, but I would 
still like to see it!) 


I know, most contests only occur one weekend a year, but if you check, 
you will have a hard time finding any weekend that doesn't have some 
kind(s) of contest going on. Some bands are small enough that becomes 
difficult. Presumably that is why contesting is not allowed on the 50 
kHz band at 30M or the 100 kHz bands at 17M & 12M. In most of the world 
4QM isn't any larger, and some other bands have restrictions (80M & 
160M?) 


Anyhow... FWIW that's my 2 cents.

After almost a year, I'm back, and I understand that I've missed some fun on 
several fronts. Job is finally settling down enough to devote some slices 
of time to radio, again, and 2-story workbench is coming along. 


Quick question: what would the interest level be in a 1" thick by 3" wide 
by 4" long scope adapter good for 28 megasamples/second (not good through 28 
MHz)? Last Friday, I received the prototype from my brother, and am loving 
it. For a display, you can use either a PC or a TI graphical calculator 
(brother is working on software for HP, for those of us that understand that 
true calc's don't have equals buttons). 


Vertical range is a bit limited in that FS goes from abt 2V through 28V. 
Still, for my work, that's fine, particularly for something portable. In 
the PC software, there is a standard scope window (dual-trace), FFT window, 
and toggle button to switch to freq. counter mode. The counter should be 
good through low VHF. The two traces are DC/AC selectable, with sweep rates 
from 5/sec through 1/u-sec. 


The big advantages for me are that 1) this is perfect to use with Steve 
Weber's spectrum analyzer adapter, and 2) with data saving ability, this 
scope allows for data-play in Excel. 


Anyway, my brother is considering production, and I said that this group 
might have some good opinions on utility. Prototype hardware and software 
are not perfect, particularly in that the current software has hung on me a 
couple of times. Still, for the utility, I am tickled to have it at my 
bench. 


Glad to be back, and I hope all of you have had a good year.

other the same (I 

know that nearly all S-meters are relative and are not calibrated but if they were 
this example 

would hold). This may be the case Karl is referring too when a CME generated 
geomagnetic storm is 

in progress and stations of different latitude receive different amount of storm 
generated noise. 


I too have experienced QSO's in which there appears to be no reciprocity but there 
are so many 
variables involved it will be very difficult to ever know for sure. Sometimes the 


other station 

doesn't listen or has his own threshold at which signals below a certain level 
will be ignored. I

I used some really 
cheap tv twinlead I had at home, and wasn't sure if it would do the job or 
not. It did. Now, for the interesting part....I didn't have any ferrite 
cores on which to wind a 6:1 balun...So, I improvised. I dug thru my junk 
box and cam up with a 300 ohm to 75 ohm tv matching transformer and it hit 
me....hey, this is just a 4:1 balun. 75 ohms to 50 ohms is only a 1.5:1 
mismatch... I tried it, and it worked. I set the antenna up, and hooked it 
up the the receive antenna switch I built for my TS930. While listening to 
the guys on 3805, I switched back and forth between my apartment dipole 
brought to resonance by the ATU in the radio, and the DCTL. SIgnals on the 
DCTL were 1 to 3 s-units stronger than the dipole. I suppose this is 
because the DCTL is a resonant antenna and the dipole isn't. Either way, it 
works. I am going to set up a sked with a friend down the road and see if I 


can use it with the Pixie. I need to rewind the tv transformer to a true 
6:1 balun, but for now, I am pleased to report that it works. I would 
reccomend this antenna to anyone that is looking for a cheap easy to build 
portable antenna. You can build it for any band you like, based on the 
formulas on Marty's website.

Faraday rotation depends on the magnetic field, not the direction of 
propagation. 


Thus, if a DX station transmits a +45 degree polarity signal which gets

For the Cub Fox Hunts it is decreed they shall occur in the Novice 
Sub-bands. This is not too bad except for one thing: A Broadcast Band 


starts at 7.1000 MHz and goes up beyond 7.30000 MHz. Also there are 
Mexican QRO SSB stations that are illegal, but nothing can be done. 


So the good part is we have 7.150 - 7.100 = 50 KHz of band to work 
with. The bad part is that at least 8 Broadcast Stations (BC) use this 
band too, starting at 7.100 MHz. They are of various power but they are sure 
strong somewhere in the USA or Canada. 


This means if a Fox listens from his home and finds a place in the 
band free of BC signal, there may be other areas where the Fox can't be 
heard because of BC interferance. 


Last year we found that working between a BC on 7.140 and one on 
7.145 MHz was pretty good most evenings. You can't spead out much, but 
that is a small price to pay if you can hear! 


So lets all give a listen to 7.142 for a few nights and see if it 
stays clear of BC interferance from 0200 to 0400 UTC. I will be checking 
from here on the Mexican boarder.

Well, the paint didn't affect the resonant frequencies at all, but I 
don't know about the losses though. There are better choices of paint to 
use as coatings for the coils, but I used the latex because that's what I 
had on hand. And I've seen the coils you mentioned, I've got a 1957 ARRL 
handbook with them listed in the catalog section. I can't figure out why 
they died out though - they look really well made and the multiband 
version had a sliding tap that you could lock in position via a locking 
lever. I like my coil and whip better than the Hustler setup, I have 2 
taps for 40 meters - one for the lower cw portion of the band, and one 
for the upper ssb portion. All I have to do is get out and move the tap 
wire to whatever portion of the band I want. No need to readjust the 
stinger whip like the Hustler version !

I started with an HP-35 (borrowed), then bought a used HP-45 right 
when the price dropped to $300 from $400. I wanted the HP-55 but 

couldn't swing the money. The 45 I got used for $200, which was a 
HUGE chunk of change in 1973 when a GOOD used Mustang went 

for $1500. 


I liked the timer of the HP-55. 10 splits. Nice! Especially for lab 
experiments. So I figured out how to put it into the 45... (Took out 
the LC network, and put in a crystal. A guy from Philly was selling 
the crystals with instructions on how to modify the <ENTER> key to 
make it activate the timer function. Turns out HP had ‘dual contacts' 
under the key, but the key plastic only had one 'bump'. You took a 
nylon screw head and glued it onto the bottom of the key, sanded it 

to make it's profile match the pre-existing bump, and now <GOLD> 
<ENTER> would kick the thing into a 10-split stopwatch, which 

was accurate!) 


Still got the HP-45. And have since bought 2 HP-16Cs. My first had 
to stay when I left a job back in 1985, so I bought another right away 
and still got it. 


Remember the Novus? They had a 'kit' calculator. Scientific. Pretty 
nice. Only it could be built with EITHER a 4 level stack, or a 10-level 
stack! But personally, I've RARELY had bang the 4-level limit. Once 
you hit that, it becomes difficult to manage mentally anyway, and you'd 
better repick your starting point to work the equation.
